Few are aware of the mngnitude of 


the improvements now being made at 
the Burgess mill by Mr. York. The 
improvements now under way and con- 
templated will cost no less than $75,- 
000 when completed. 
The twenty- 


five ton, open-hearth basic steel furnace 
•will be the largest of the kind in the 
country west of Pittsburg. Tbe new 
blooming mill equipment will be one 
uf the most complete and thorough to 
be found anywhere in the country. 
When all the improvements now under 
way are completed the Burgess will 
enter the field, not as a mere consumer 
of steel billots, bnt a producer. Hereto- 
fore the production of steel at the mill 
has been but little more than half the 
consumption. Placed in this position, 
the plant has been hampered much in 
the past in getting its supply, and it 
was this condition of affairs that in- 
duced Mr. York to increase the capac- 
ity of the plant. 


The extensive improvements now in 


progress of completion were designed 
and planned by Mr. B. L. Moore, an 
old Portsmouth tboy, and relative of 
Ool. B. B. Maora, but now of Grand 
River, Ky. Mr. Moore has had con- 
siderable experience in putting in big 
furnace and machine works of this 
character. 
He has been engaged since 


December in designing, letting put the 
contracts and building o£ the Burgess 
improvements. The designs ana pat- 
terns are all his own and embrace 
many new and original features. 


All the machinery, with the excep- 


tion of the blooming mill and engines, 
are being made here at the Foundry and 
Machine works and at the jail works. 
The blooming mill is built by Frank 
Kneoland & Co.,of Pitfcsburg. It is pro- 
vided with 24x60 inch rolls and 75 feet 
of roller table on either side of the 
mill. The mill haa a hydraulic manip- 
ulator, embracing several new and ori- 
ginal features. The shear mill is to be 
one of the largest in this section of the 
country. 
A special engine will oper- 


ate it. 
Two new 34x86 engines and 


battery of eight 5x18 foot boilers with 
two chimneys 70 feet high will be 
provided for. Two double reversing 
8x10 engines will operate the blooming 
mill and shear tables. 
The improve 


ments necessitate the ereoion of a new 
building for the boilers, also another 
for the gas producers, of which there 
will be eight 8x12 feet in size. 
An 


addition of thirty feet will be built on 
the east of the main building to cover 
the blooming mill, engines and soaking 
pit. 
The new hydraulic orane, with 


accumulator, pumps, etc., contracted 
for, will have a pressure of 400 pounds. 


When all improvements are com- 


pleted the Burgess will be in shape to 
turn out all work 
independent of 


steel combines, or other organizations. 
It will increase the volume of business 
by several thousand dollars annually.
